They all know that two elements, 
latitude and altitude, are tho main fac­ 
tors in determining the mean temper- 
stnre of a place; that tho farther * 
f 
ilar«» is from the equator and tho higher 
t stands above sea level tho «'oolor its 
climate Is. 
lint they do uot kuoxv that 
isothermic maps take into account only 
one of these elements, and that is lati­ 
tude. 
They eliminate the influence of 
altitude. Tho isotherm passing ov«*r the 
top of Pike’s js*ak does not show the 
mean tem perature at the summit of tiie 
mountain, bnt what the mean temper­ 
ature xyutikl bo In that immediate neigh- 
borhoral if tho land, instead of rising 
high above the sou, stood at tho level of 
Coney Island. 
Do you s«*e tho reason for this? It 
may be «-osily explained. 
Most of the 
lund docs not riso so high above tho s« a 
that tho temperature is greatly nff«*ct«*d 
by altitude. 
To the majority of man­ 
kind latitude is a far rnoro iinjxn tHnt 
climatic element than altitude. 
Now, 
the effects on temperature of initli lati­ 
tude and altitude cannot well be shown 
on ono man, aud isothermic maps were 
devised to show tho <*ffeeta of latitude 
and some other clement, sn< lt as posi­ 
tion near the sea or in the far interior. 
An isothermic line, therefore, dfiesuot 
show tii«- uctuaJ mean temperature of a 
place on it unless that place is at sea 
level. Bnt it is easy to deduce from the 
Isotherm tho actual moan temperature 
of a ¡rficc. if we know its elevation 
above tho sea. llow this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr 
II. It. Mill, 
the British geqgre.jpher, as follows 
“ Tho air grows cooler by 1 degree F. 
for every 270 feet of elevatii n abovo 
sea level, but isothormic lines show tho 
sea level tenipemturo. In using isother­ 
mic maps xv«- must therefore remember 
that places 000 feet above the sea level 
have a temperature 2 degrees lower 
thou the isotherms indicate: places 
8,000 fra*t above tho sea. 2*3 degrees 
lower: those 12,000 feet above tlie sea, 
45 degree« hewer, and tho mountain 
slopes 18,000 feet above the sea no less 
than 96 degrees lower than the sea level 
temperature shown by tho ieothernia. 
This accounts for the fact that none of 
ihe im portant tox* ns in the temperate 
tones is situated more than ‘2.000 frad 
above the sea. while in the tropics they 
are built at as grent elevations as 8.0UU 
nr 10,000 feet. ’ ’
